Witness was lu 
the Arlifitrr Ztituny otllce on the ntter- 
noon ot May U and saw Spies prepare tha 
"Kfvenge" circular. 


Tills witness trembled violently during 


his examination. He lias been a recog- 
nized Socialist and did not wish appar- 
ently tobcn_wiUiess In the case. 


The examination of Grnenhut was tt' 


gumed at the opening of the afternoon 
session, and the witness, replying to a 
question as to Spies' authority in the 
Issuance of notices calling mass-meetings 
of Socialists and 
circulars 
advising 


armed resistance to the oolice, etc., said 
that the editor of the Arbeiter ZeUung 
only acted upon the orders of the Social- 
istic committee. He said further that he 
had not known Spies to recommend the 
use of dynamite and other means of re- 
sistance except individually for personal 
protection 
and safety, and not for the 


purpose of organized resistance to the 
police. 
There was a sort of painful interest in 


the testimony of the next witness, Dr. 
F H. Newman, that commanded the close 
attention of the audience. The State's 
attorney began by banding the witness 
an ordinary iron nut about half an Inch 
square by a quarter of an inch thick, and 
asked If" he had not extracted It from a 
nound. The witness replied that he had 
taken It from the body of a policeman in 
the County hospital on the morning of 
May E. the man was one of those 
wounded at the Haymarket. A number 
of bullets and odd-shaped missiles of 
various sizes were handed the witness in 
succession, and he testified to having 
taken them or seen them taken from the 
bodies of other police ofllers who were 
wounded at the same time. 


Mr. Foster, cross-examining the wit- 


ness, asked: 


"J)ld you mark these missiles so you 


would recognize them again, doctor?" 


"Yes, sir," the witness replied, and 


was excused. 


Maxwell B. Dlxon, formerly a news- 


paper man, knew Spies, Parsons, Field- 
en, Neebe and Schwab. The principal 
feature of his testimony was In reference 
to a number of conversations with Par- 
sons. "In the latter part of last year or 
the llrst of Uie present," said the wit- 
ness, "I had ray last conversation with 
Parsons. He gave me a paper containing 
a diagram of a street Intersection, and 
said that some such plan would illustrate 
the scene of the coming stand for inde- 
pendence of the Socialists In Chicago. 


'Why, you're not going to blow any- 


body up,"are yon?' I asked. 


'You will see," he answered, 'and it 


will be brought about sooner than yon 
think for.'" 


Mr. Dlxon gave an Interestina account 


ot several meetings ol Socialists which 
he had attended. Atone of these Vlelclen, 
In u speech, argued that laboring men 
were nothing more nor less than slaves 
of the capitalists. Organized armed re- 
sistance was the only remedy within the 
reach of laboring men. 


Spies, in a speech ut the same time, 


said there was no hope ol amelioration o( 
the laboring man's condition through 
legislation. Mr. Spies considered the 
ballot as "a sort of skin game, anyhow." 


Another speaker gained the approba- 


tion of bis hearers by saying that labor- 
ing men present would do themselves no 
more than justice if they marched to 
Marshal Field's Store and took from it 
whatever they required. One remark the 
witness 
remembered 
having 
heard 


Flelden make in his speech was that 
when the capitalists besanjto acknowledge 
the Injustice suffered by the laboring 
class it would be too late for them to 
make redress; revolution would then 
luwe bceu Inaugurated. 
Paul C. Hull, a Daily News reporter 


testified that he was present at the Hay- 
market on tbe night of the riot. He 
hoard the speeches of Spies and Parsons 
and 
part ol that of Flelden. While 


Flelden was speaking the witness went 
to the Desplalneg street police station, 
A detail of officers was preparing to start 
to the Haymarket.* The witness went 
ahead of the police and took a position 
on an irou stairway a few rods distant 
Irom where Tielden was speaking. He 
heard Captain Ward order the crowd to 
disperse and an instant later saw what 
appeared to be a spark of tire rise from 
among 
the 
crowd, describe an arc 


through the air in the line of-his vision 
and fall among tbe police. Instantly 
there was a loud explosion. 
"What was the effect of this explo- 


sion?" asked Mr. Grlnnell. 


"It seemed to level to the ground the 


first and third ranks ot the police." 


The witiHfss' description of the scene 


which followed was very giaphic, but did 
not differ materially from those of other 
eye-witnesses. In describing the char- 
acter of the crowd the witness said it 
was turbulent, and, asked as to expres- 
sions and interjections drawn out by the 
speeches, he said, with considerable em- 
phasis): 
"There were invurirbly such 


cries as'Hang 
him!' 'Stilim him up!' 


and'Throw him in the lake!' whenever 
the name of a prominent Chicago capi- 
talist was mentioned. Mr. Hall's laconic 
manner of furnishing testimony occasion- 
ally retarded proceedings by exciting the 
risibilities of the audience. 


In the course of his cross-examination 


of the witness, Mr. Foster asked; "Did 
you notice that one of these expressions. 
'Hang him,' or 'Haiig him now," was 
called forth by a refereuce to the name of 
Jav Gould?" 


The witness had not noticed such acir- 


ciimslance. 


"You think, pwhaps, Mr. Gould was 


not present?" 


"1 don't know." 
"You think Mr. Gould may have been 


present?" 


"Do you mean Mr. Jay Gould?" 
"Yes"." 
"No, Mr. Jay Gould was not present." 
The laughter which followed this sally 


was somewhat dilllcult to suppress, and 
drew from Judge Gary the admonition: 
"Whenyou are so tickled thutyou cannot 
restrain yourselves, you can go out of 
doors." 


The defense made an effort to shake 


the testimony of the preceding witness, 
Mr. 
Dlxon. 
Beyond 
confusing him 


somewhat by means of 'a mild species of 
brow-beating, the attempt was not suc- 
cessful. 


Most ot the remaluder of the afternoon 


was taken »p by the prosecution in the 
reading o! an editorial and other articles 
from the Alarm and similar Socialistic 
organs. 
The theme of the article read 


was revolution. 


delivered by A. B. Simpsoa, Dr. Ernest

George Schilling, 
all 


Socialists or Anarchists of long staod- 
Ing. The remarks of each were evident- 
ly tempered with due regard for the

inches lu circumference, was found se- 
creted In a barrel of straw on the fourth 
floor oi Wllbnr fc.Allen's crockery ware- 
house, 28 East Washington street, last 
evening. It was completely loaded and 
primed, and in destructivu power will 
equal that o! four of the bombs such as 
the one whicb caused so much desolation 
anddeath at the Haymarket.

The bomb was , probably placed in the

WASHINGTON, July 27.—Senator Blair, 


from the committee on edncation and la- 
bor, yesterday submitted 
a favorable re- 


port from the majority of the committee 
on a joint resolution proposing that an 
amendment to the Constitution in relation 
to alcoholic liquors and other poisonous 
beverages be submitted to the Legisla- 
tures ol the States for ratification. The 
amendment provides that from and after 
the year 1900 the manufacture and sale 
and importation of distilled alcoholic in- 
toxicating liquors, except for medicinal, 
mechanical, chemical and scientific pur- 
poses and for use in the arts, shall cease. 
The report which accompanied the pro- 
posed amendment, says the committee, 
does not deem it necessary to discuss 
the evils of the use of alcohol, but be- 
lieve the people have a right to decide 
what measure shall be taken for the 
regulation or extirpation of this traffic. 


'"Why," it asks, "should they be 


denied "the opportunity to be heard lu the 
only forum Iwhlch can pass upon the 
question? When any considerable and 
respectable portion of the American peo- 
ple desire to plead their CM* In the great 
tribunal of sovereigns, Who In a free

The theme of an excellentdiscoursa by Hev. 


Sophie Gibb at the Urttversallst church Sun- 
day morning was besed on the words of James 
Iv, 1: "From whonoo come wars and fightings 
among you 1 Come they not hence even of 
your lusts?" Among other things the speaker 
said: KellgionlBasubteot of great Interest 
to all, and presents itself In some form to 
each mind and cannot well be put aside. With 
some it may assume, the questions looking 
only to reason for its answer. It may be a 
voice in the heart calling to duty and service, 
or It may annoy the conscience with a sense 
o{ guilt and fear. At some point, and we may 
say in a general way. It rests on every life; 
yet it is a matter but poorly understood and 
too often sadly abused. 


The Blblo teaches that religion tends to uni- 


ty of spirit; makes men feel as brothers—be- 
ing kindly affeotioned one toward another. 


(Yet 
there is more inharmony and feeling of 


disunion among Christians than is mot with 
elsewhere), l^on are more widely separated 
by doctrinal differences in religion than by 
nlmoat any other moans; they tend more to 
bitterness and strife than political prejudices 
or the antagonism of business Interest. 


By this evident Inharmony among Christiana 


the world is led to misjudge religion, to mis- 
understand its real animus. 


itollifion is a native element in humanlly, 


an important factor in the constitution of 
ouch human boiug. True sometimes It Is 
blighted and injured as to leave but little 
trace of its oxistanco, as Is Been In the crimi- 
nal classes, tut with the philanthropist, hu- 
manitarian, and tho vast company of men and 
women, whose lives are a blessing to the 
world, religion Is the controlling element, 
manifest to a greater or lens extent in every 
life, prompting every kindly deed and thought 
that makes Hie rich and sweet. Keliglon has 
dotted our country all over with charitable 
institutions-homes for the indigent, asylums 
for tho inebriate, weak-minded and the insane; 
inspired Borg to protect animals from the 
cruelty of their masters, and prompts the cup 
of water given In the name of Christ. 
It, however, shinos no brighter around 
tho devotees of church doctrines 
than 


about tho students of other philosophies, 
nor is it necessarily more brilliant at the 
church altar tnan in tho labratory of tho 
chemist, but reigns whore hearts are most 
true, gentle, kind and charitable—where the 
spiritual nature is cultivated and its holy 
Impulses heeded. To Inculcate the spirit ot 
religion, should 
bo tho 
mission of the 


church; the themes which it suggests for 
study are numberless. It opens a wide Held 
ror thought and research. With such vast re- 
sources of knowledge aa practical religion 
presents,It Is cruel to pledge the mind to the 
support of 11 limited faith, and still more so, 
to Instruct tho weak-minded that their souls' 
salvation depends on fidelity to suoh pledges. 
Wo must not accept conclusions without In- 
vestigation an* study; and yet this Is too fre- 
fretiuently tho case with those "entering the 
Christian lli'o—they are expnctod to choose, 
from a multiplicity ot religious forms, one to 
whose edict they will wholly devote them- 
selves, aooopt its conclusions aud advocate 
and support thorn -with all their powers. As a 
result, religious experience Is blighted; in- 
stead of unfolding tlio spiritual powers, they 
are paraly/.ed, and tho churehmau becomes an 
Intellectual -mummy, or Is driven u Inttdellty 
on account of tho unreasonable doctrines to 
which be Is pledged. 


.Doctrinal sermons to the average mind are 


confusing, especially so when hoard from the 
different sectarian standpoints-th-y frighten 
the weary brain from an aitempt at solution 
on faith, and bocomo a burden up jn the mint 
and heart, contrary to the spirit of Christ (ou- 
of these things grow wars and fightings 
among those who should bo living examples 
of peace and harmony.) "When religion Is 
presented from the pulpit as a system of doe 
trlnes," said an eminent divine-recently, 
"Blessed is the man who oan sleep in oburoh, 
for he gets the prayer and bei,edlotion and 
rest between." •

On our way down to Como we met a group 


of country girls, young and joyous c-realures, 
novel-ill of whom won; very pretty, and one 
decidedly beautiful—far moro so tlum any 
aristocratic Milanese young lady wo have yet 
seen. 
All, however, would have been more 


attractive in the picturesquo costume of the 
Lombardy peasant of tho betiei- chiss—a cos- 
tume now seldom worn except by domestic 
servants, cspnciiilly nurses, it is occasionally 
soon on the stage.

Queen Carol Ino was

only by her maternal lovo saved from 
becoming an utterly reckless royal adven- 
turess, sowing Europe with scandals.

SHEEP HUSBANDRY. 


SuRge«tion» for Tarmeri Who Wish to 


Sustain the Fertility of Tlielr Land/!. 
It may not be generally known that 


sheep as renovators of the soil are more 
efficacious 
than any other kind of 


animal. This being the fact, mutton 
and wool-growing is more effective in 
renovating a worn-out soil, or in keep- 
ing np the fertility of one in good con- 
dition, than dairying is. But the pop- 
ular idea is that keeping oows and 
selling dairy products is the one great 
way of enriching a farm and securing 
big crops. Nevertheless, sheep-raising 
is even better adapted to renovating 
and sustaining the fertility of the soil 
than keeping cows for dairy purposes 


One reason why our people have not 


done more with sheep, we suspect, is 
buoause they have kept only the one 
idea of wool-growing in view, and ig- 
nored the mutton question. The coup- 
ling of the two objects, with judicious 
manao-ement, it would seem ought to 
yield a handsome profit, where either 
alone, might bu a losing 
business. 


Growing spring lambs for the cities 
and villafes, one would think, ought 
to pay a fair profit, where the facilities 
t'6r marketing are good; and in thes-e 
days, with our present railroad facili- 
ties, animals can b«sent(|uito long dis- 
tances and (,hun $iot cost as much to get 
thorn to market as it used to when 
every thing was sent to market by 
driving, or by hauling in a lumber 


But whoever thinks of making a 


success in the sheep business should 
have a dry pasture for them to roam 
in. 
They do not prosper well on low, 


wet land, where they engender diseases 
unknown to the dry upland. _ But a 
dry pasture by no means implies that 
it should be destitute of water. 
Sheep 


need water as well as other animals, 
but they are as fond as cats of keeping 
their feet dry. 
Places for watering 


should be prepared so that they need 
not get their feet wet when they drink, 
llemembcr that mutton, like all other 
kinds of meat, contains a large per- 
centage of water—say, about seventy 
per cent. This is largely supplied by 
succulent grass. But when the pas- 
tures get dry, grass a<Hpc docs not 
contain sumcient moisture, even though 
it might be supplied 
through this 


medium. 
The lack must be made up 


by drinking, as in the case of other 
animals. 


The beauty of sheep-pasturing is that 


the sheep feed every thing off closely, 
and run all over the pasture, dropping 
the fertilizing material where it is 
ueeded; and if tlio sheep are kept in 
thriving condition, growing nothing 
but wool, they return to the soil nearly 
all they hike from it in the way of 
nitrogen and phosphoric acid. 
Good 


authorities say they rolurn ninety live 
per 
cent. .oi" ii. 
Then if a small 


amount of clover or grain is given in 
addition to the pasturage, the other 
live per cent, is amply made up. Then, 
too, if there is a dry, barren knoll 
anywhere in thu pasture, to this will 
they repair when they lie down, and in 
a short time make it the richest and 
most 
productive spot in the whole 


field. 


Of course, when mutton is aold, it 


has to come from the soil. 
Hut so do 


beet' and veal, and so does cheese, but- 
ter being carbonaceous, 
and mostly 


drawn from the atmosphere. 
If milk 


is the product sent to market, the drain 
is still more heavy, requiring a liberal 
return to the soil, in addition to tho 
droppings to keep up its fertility. 


Let those who have become dissatis- 


fied with dairying, and have the proper 
kind of soil for sheep, turn their at- 
tention to mutton anil wool production 
in conjunction. 
They will thus enrich 


(liesoil more than they are now doing

Marl may be used with advantage as 


a fertilizer ol fruit, especially if the or- 
chard is to be kept in grass. We do 
not recommend marl as a fertilizer 
that will give immediate results, but 
where it is used for the purpose of as- 
sisting in the growth of young trees it 
is better than many of the concen- 
trated manures, ft "may first be used 
as an absorbent of liquids before being 
applied to the orchard, if preferred, 
but it ia a cheap fertilizer at all times. 
The proper moile of applying it to the 
orchard is to first plow the orchard in 
the fall, spread two tons of marl per 
acre and ten bnshels of freshly slaked 
lime harrowing the surface down fine, 
so as to incorporate the marl and lime 
with the soil. In the spring apply a 
bag of superphosphate, three hundred 
pounds of kainit, and seed the ground 
to grass.— Farm, Field and Slockma-i
